FUEL—FROM SPACE TO HOMES 
A new “white hat” energy source soon may ride to the 
rescue of the beleaguered consumers of natural gas and 
electricity. The humble fuel cell, long associated with the 
nation’s space program, shows a lot of down-to-earth 
potential as an economical way to get heat and elec­ 
tricity to consumers. As a bonus, fuel cells are en­ 
vironmentally sound. Besides conserving rapidly 
diminishing supplies of fossil, fuels, they operate quietly, 
require little maintenance, and yield heat as a by­ 
product. 
Pilot fuel cell plants that would produce energy for gas 
and electric utilities are underway at the South Windsor, 
Conn., facilities of United Technologies, a pioneer in fuel 
cell research. If everything goes well, a small demon­ 
stration power plant for electric utilities could be placed 
in service in the fall of 1978. 
In a separate breakthrough, the company has shown 
that fuel cells using natural gas could provide both heatv 
and electricity for gas utilities. A 40-kilowatt cell 
designed by the company has shown that on an average 
day it can provide the heat and electrical needs of a 20- 
unit apartment building. 
“Multiples of the 40-kilowatt unit could satisfy 60 per 
cent of the commercial energy requirements of the gas 
industry,” 
says 
William 
H. 
Podolny, 
United 
Technologies general manager, of fuel cell operations. 
Basically, the fuel cell is a device that sandwiches an 
electrolyte between two electrodes. The electrolyte 
forms a kind of “liquid wire” that transports electrons 
between the electrodes as in an automobile battery. 
Hydrogen, or a processed hydrocarbon fuel derived 
from natural gas, petroleum or coal, is fed to (Hie elec­ 
trode and air to the other. The resulting chemical 
reaction produces power without noise or moving parts. 
Heat and, in in some cases, water are by-products. 
Fuel cells first came to widespread attention during 
the Gemini space program in the 1960s by supplying 
energy and drinking water aboard spacecraft. One 
engineer exulted at the time; “What a system! It’s like 
carrying your own well with you on a desert journey! ” 
Fuel cells were also important in the subsequent Apollo 
moon landing program and will serve as valuable power 
sources aboard the space shuttle now being developed. 
Potentially valuable in inner space, too, fuel cells will 
be tested this summer as a power source on Lockheed’s 
Deep Quest submersible. A similar craft someday may 
perform deep dive rescue missions for the U.S. Navy. If 
successful, the fuel ceil may prove to be the first energy 
source able to operate in hostile regions like space and 
the ocean depths while at the same time beating the 
living room of the family down the block

Agitated Rank and File: 
Brillsh-Style strike fever wiM- 
firing across America 
W ASHINGTON- 
The 
beleaguered, 
besieged, 
politically 
battered 
and 
physically exhausted United 
Mine 
Workers' 
President, 
Arnold 
Miller, 
virtually 
stumbled into Georgetown 
University Hospital and got 
himself bedded down last week. 
Few men could stand up under 
the strain and the verbal 
pummelling he has been taking 
from a fiery, strike-happy rank 
and file. 
Though Miller had tried to 
calm the coal diggers, the 
wildcatters beat him each time. 
At the latest count there were 
over 57,000 miners out of the 
pits. 
After whipping through the 
coal fields ami industrial belts, 
one could blame the walkouts 
solely 
on 
the mysterious 
“stranger pickets,” the men 
who plant themselves in front of 
mines at which they never 
worked. Sometimes they are in 
ski-masks, 
sometimes 
cape, 
sometimes in forehead-covering 
hats. But they are only part of 
today's labor flora and fauna. 
Actually the miners are only a 
small albeit vital sector of the 
upheaving 
industrial 
scene. 
Strike fever is flaring across the 
country - from the East Coast 
waterfront to the Western iron 
ore ranges 
Though it’s below surface in 
the 
maritime 
field, 
longshoremen in Atlantic and 
Gulf ports are preparing to 
paralyze shippers lata- this fall. 
Hie Communication Workers 
of America, mostly female, 
actually voted six-to-one to 
strike foe American Telephone 
and Telegraph system. 
For the first time since 1959, 
when

Eisenhower awoke to find the 
steel industry shut tty a national 
strike, 21 iron ore locals of the 
United Steelworkers of America 
went out Aug. I. Some 16,000 to 
17,000 members of these USWA 
locals 
demanded 
additional 
increases of $24 to $32 a week per 
man above the national contract 
signed months ago. 
Everywhere there are all 
sorts of strike issues. There 
always are. But for the moment 
the

fever 
is 
the 
phenomenon to conquer. Why? 
Because in the first six months 
of 1977 some 1,217,000 struck. 
Now there are rumbles in the 
communications, railroads, 
shipping and coal industries. 
And 
public 
employes 
everywhere are pushing “to 
catch up.” 
There have been tough 
firemen strikes. Police have 
struck. Job action they call it. 
Cities have been paralyzed. 
Atlanta’s 
Mayor Maynard 
Jackson smashed a municipal 
employes strike. 
Some observers in and out of 
the media who are pundit-prone 
develop 
some 
mighty 
m ellifluous 
Brookings 
Institution typo theories. But 
there isn’t any single significant 
motive. There's just strike lever. 
The miners ate wildcatting 
tefsm t their earlier wIIdeoiB 
spread illegal strikes so wildly 
and widely that the stoppages 


have cost their UMW Health and 
Welfare Funds more than $31 
million since Jan. 1,1975. This in 
turn cut benefits, because the 
mine owners contribute to the 
funds on the basis of man-hours 
worked and tonnage brought up. 
With the fund’s income down, 
benefits were slashed, wildcats 
whipped up in protest, more 
benefits were threatened, in­ 
cluding 
the 
curtailment of 
subsidies to some 50 non-profit 
clinics in the mine country 
Since the coal diggers value 
their health cards more than 
their favorite shotgun, the old 
mine patch culture welled up 
and the ever-younger miners

Some motivations do come 
through clearly. There’s a new 
and young rank and file. They 
don't listen much. They tell their 
leaders. That’s true on that 
commuter line. 
And there are new leaden 
testing the old waters such as 
the regional steel workers' of­ 
ficial in the iron ore district. Or 
even 
the Communications 
Workers' 
president, Glenn 
Watts, for whom this con­ 
frontation with Ma Bell has been 
his fint big offensive. 
And it could be everybody’s 
testing 
President 
Jimmy 
Carter. The White House did say 
it wouldn't interfere in labor 
negotiations - not even the

FU E L —FROM SPACE TO HOMES 
A new “white hat” energy source soon may ride to the 
rescue of the beleaguered consumers of natural gas and 
electricity. The humble fuel cell, long associated with the 
nation’s space program, shows a lot of down-to-earth 
potential as an economical way to get heat and elec­ 
tricity to consumers. As a bonus, fuel cells are en­ 
vironmentally 
sound. 
Besides 
conserving 
rapidly 
diminishing supplies of fossil, fuels, they operate quietly, 
require little maintenance, and yield heat as a by­ 
product. 
Pilot fuel cell plants that would produce energy for gas 
and electric utilities are underway at the South Windsor, 
Conn., facilities of United Technologies, a pioneer in fuel 
cell research. If everything goes well, a small demon­ 
stration power plant for electric utilities could be placed 
in service in the fall of 1978. 
In a separate breakthrough, the company has shown 
that fuel cells using natural gas could provide both heat, 
and electricity for gas utilities. A 40-kilowatt cell 
designed by the company has shown that on an average 
day it can provide the heat and electrical needs of a 20- 
unit apartment building. 
“Multiples of the 40-kilowatt unit could satisfy 60 per 
cent of the commercial energy requirements of the gas 
industry,” 
says 
William 
H. 
Podolny, 
United 
Technologies general manager, of fuel cell operations. 
Basically, the fuel cell is a device that sandwiches an 
electrolyte between two electrodes. The electrolyte 
forms a kind of “liquid wire” that transports electrons 
between the electrodes as in an automobile battery. 
Hydrogen, or a processed hydrocarbon fuel derived 
from natural gas, petroleum or coal, is fed to one elec­ 
trode and air to the other The resulting chemical 
reaction produces power without noise or moving parts. 
Heat and, in in some cases, water are by-products. 
Fuel cells first came to widespread attention during 
the Gemini space program in the 1960s by supplying 
energy and drinking water aboard spacecraft. One 
engineer exulted at the time; “What a system! It’s like 
carrying your own well with you on a desert journey!" 
Fuel cells were also important in the subsequent Apollo 
moon landing program and will serve as valuable power 
sources aboard the space shuttle now being developed. 
Potentially valuable in inner space, too, fuel cells will 
be tested this summer as a power source on Lockheed’s 
Deep Quest submersible. A similar craft someday may 
perform deep dive rescue missions for the U.S. Navy. If 
successful, the fuel cell may prove to be the first energy 
source able to operate in hostile regions like space and 
the ocean depths while at the same time heating the 
living room of the family down the block.

Unions urge pact approval 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Some 700,000 telephone workers are 


being asked by their union leaders to ratify a proposed three-year 
contract with the Bell System calling for a 31 per cent increase in 
wages and benefits. 
Company officials and leaders of three telephone worker 


unions reached a contract agreement late Saturday, averting the 
threat of a nationwide strike. 
Spokesmen for the unions and the Bell System said they 


doubted there would be any problems in getting the contract 
accepted, a process which is expected to take a month. 
In addition, local issues must be resolved in talks with the Bell 


System’s 23 operating companies. 
“We’ve cleared a major hurdle,” Bell spokesman Charles 


Dynes said. 
The contract was “ in line with recent agreements in the steel 


and auto industries,” said Glenn E. Watts, president of the 
500,000-member Communications Workers of America, largest of 
three unions involved in the talks. 
Agreeing to sim ilar pacts were negotiators for 120,000 mem­ 
bers of the International Brotherhood of Electrical Workers and 
70,000 members of the Telecommunications International Union. 


Begin admits Christian aid 


JERU SALEM (A P) — Prim e Minister Mena hem Begin ad­ 
mitted today that Israeli artillery has fired on Palestinian units 
in southern Lebanon to defend Christian villages under attack. 
It was the first public confirmation from Israel of persistent 


foreign reports and Palestinian statements that the Israeli 
m ilitary has directly intervened in the Moslem-i-Christian war 
for control of southern Lebanese areas adjacent to the Israeli 
border.

have been long ago wiped out totally,” Begin told U.S. fun­ 
draisers of the Israel Bonds organization. 


Benzene-leukemia links grows 


NEW YORK (A P) — Researchers here have developed the 


strongest evidence yet to support longtime suspicions that the 
chemical benzene may be linked to leukemia and other blood 
disorders. 


In a thcee-year, $600,000 research project conducted by New 
York University’s Institute of Environmental Medicine, sci­ 
entists developed the first tentative evidence that high doses of 
the chemical may produce leukemia in mice and rats. 


Benzene is one of the most widely used chemicals in the nation. 


The study was funded by the American Petroleum Institute, an 
oil industry-financed agency that is among groups fighting 
government efforts to reduce limits erf benzene allowed in the air. 
Scientists had long believed that large amounts of the chemical 


could lead to leukemia and other blood disorders in humans. But 
they had been unable, until now, to produce the disease by sub­ 
jecting animals to large benzene doses. 


About 11 billion pounds of benzene are produced annually in the 
U.S., used for production of rubber, synthetic fibers, plastics, 
detergents, pesticides, cleaning solvents and gasoline. 


Final homage paid Makarios 


NICOSIA, Cyprus (AP) — Archbishop Makarios, political and 


spiritual loader of Cyprus' Greek majority, was buried in a 
mountain top tomb today after his body was borne through the 
streets of Nicosia in an emotional funeral procession. 


Tens of thousands of Greek Cypriots, many of them weeping, 
lined the streets to view the coffin carried on a jeepdrawn gun 
carriage After church services, his body was driven to Kykko 
monastary, high in the Troodos mountain range 80 miles from 
Nicosia It was placed in an earth-covered stone tomb, resem­ 
bling an ancient burial mound. 
Makarios was president of Cyprus almost without interruption 
since the eastern Mediterranean island won independence from 
Britain in 1960. He died of a heart attack last Wednesday at the 
age of 63. 


His death left a void at a time when Cyprus is torn by a bitter 


political rivalry between Greek and Turkish Cypriots.

Unions urge pact approval 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Some 700,000 telephone workers are 
being asked by their union leaders to ratify a proposed three-year 
contract with the Bell System calling for a 31 per cent increase in 
wages and benefits. 
Company officials and leaders of three telephone worker 
unions reached a contract agreement late Saturday, averting the 
threat of a nationwide strike. 
Spokesmen for the unions and the Bell System said they 
doubted there would be any problems in getting the contract 
accepted, a process which is expected to take a month. 
In addition, local issues must be resolved in talks with the Bell 
System’s 23 operating companies. 
“We’ve cleared a major hurdle,” Bell spokesman Charles 
Dynes said. 
The contract was “in line with recent agreements in the steel 
and auto industries," said Glenn E. Watts, president of the 
500,000-member Communications Workers of America, largest of 
three unions involved in the talks 
Agreeing to similar pacts were negotiators for 120,000 mem­ 
bers of the International Brotherhood of Electrical Workers and 
70,000 members of the Telecommunications International Union.

About 11 billion pounds of benzene are produced annually in the

Leagues.

consecutive 
games played at the start of a 
career with 424. 
He equalled the major league 
records for most grand slam 
home runs in a season with five 
in 1955 ; most triples in a game, 
three on June 11, 1966; most 
sacrifice flies in a game, three 
on June 2, 1961, and most pu- 
touts by • first baseman in a 
game, 22 cm May 9, 1963. 
Banks was named the Nation­ 
al League’s Most Valuable 
Player in 1958 and 1959 al­ 
though the Cubs finished in a 
tie for fifth place both years. 
Rusie and Sewell were named 
as players and Lopez in the 
non-active category that covers 
managers, umpires and execu­ 
tives. 
Sewell, one of three brothers 
to play in the majors, played 11 
seasons with the Cleveland In­ 


dians and three with tne ¡New 
York Yankees, compiling a ca­ 
reer batting average of .312 
Twice he led the league with 
only four strikeouts in an entire 
season 
Rusie was the strikeout king 
of the 1890’s when he hurled for 
the New York Giants. In 1894 
he posted a 36-13 record while 
pitching 50 complete games. 
His career won-loss record was 
243-160 
Lopez played 19 years in the 
majors and managed the Cleve­ 
land Indians and Chicago White 
Sox for 16 more years As a 
manager, his teams won two 
American League pennants and 
finished second 10 times 
Dihigo, who was Cuba's Min­ 
ister of Sports when he died in 
1971, was considered the most 
versatile and probably the fin­

Welfare plan could aid taxpayers 


Midwestern way of life 
in danger, governors told 


AFTON, Okla. (A P) - Okla­ 
homa Gov. David Boren opened 
the 
Midwestern 
Governor’s 
Conference today by warning 
his 10 fellow chief executives 
“ the Midwestern way to life — 
our value structures and our 
life style — is threatened by 
many 
developments 
in our 
country.” 
He said over one-third of the 
farmers and ranchers in the 
Midwest are having to refi­ 
nance and the agrarian cultural 
values are in jeopardy as the 
average age of independent 
farmers grows older. 
“ Energy is a special necessi­ 
ty to keep the Midwesterner 
from being forced into com­ 
pacted areas," he said. He said 
energy is vital to farmers and 
to permit people to commute to 
the cities from rural areas. 
Each to the governors in the 


resort meeting hall found at his 
desk a small bottle of what Bo­ 
ren called “ Oklahoma crude 
produced from a well under­ 
neath the Capitol.” 
In a critical aside at the na­ 
tional oil pricing policy, Boren 
said some to the oil was labeled 
as $14 oil, some as $11 oil and 
some as $5 oil. 
“ If you can tell me the differ­ 
ence, I‘d be interested in your 
explanation,” he said. 
The governors were to begin 
discussing energy, agriculture 
and water this morning at the 
Shangri-la resort. 
Most to the governors and the 
400 others attending the confer­ 
ence arrived Sunday and spent 
the day on tennis courts or golf 
courses. On Sunday night they 
attended a western bar-b-que. 
The session at 9 a.m. today 
was scheduled to be a dis­ 
cussion to President Carter’s 
energy program 
Walt Rostow, former advisor 
to late President Lyndon John­ 
son and now professsor at the 
University to Texas in Austin, 
was to be the governors’ spe­ 
cial guest for the energy dis­ 
cussion. Tuesday’s sessin will 
be highlighted by another ener­ 
gy discusson with John O’ 
Leary, Federal Energy Admin­ 
istration director. 
Gov. David Boren of Okla­ 
homa, a strong advocate to pro­ 
viding more incentives for oil 
and gas exploration, said he be­ 
lieves most to the governors 
agree with him, “ but the prob­ 
lem is getting the people in 
Washington to listen.” 
Boren said governors confer­ 
ences

The resort has indoor and 
outdoor tennis facilities, a golf 
course, swimming pools and is 
located on the tip to a pennin- 
sula that extends into Grand 
Lake. Several local yachts also 
have been made available for 
the governors use. 
Fifteen states are members 
to the Midwestern Governors 
Conference Boren said only the 
governors to Minnesota and 
West Virginia were unable to 
attend. In addition to Boren, 
the governors to North Dakota, 
Kansas, Indiana, Kentucky, Ne­ 
braska, South Dakota, Wiscon­ 
sin, Michigan, Iowa, Ohio, Mis­ 
souri and Illinois were attend­ 
ing the conference. 
Boren said Oklahoma is try­ 
ing a new way to financing ac­ 
tivities for the gathering. “ In 
the past, these conferences gen­ 
erally have been financed by 
direct legislative appropriations 
or soliciting contributions from 
private industry, ’’ Boren said. 
“ We didn’t want to do it like 
that, so we decided to charge a 
registration fee and get assist­ 
ance from chambers of com­ 
merce in the area. Boren aide 
Sam Hammons, who is chair­ 
man of the conference’s host 
committee, said the $50 per 
family registration fee for all 
who plan to participate in the 
social activities in the confer­ 
ence will bring in about $12,000. 


He said added to that is about 
$33,000 in contributions from 
chambers of commerce and 
tourist groups, bringing the to­ 
tal to $45,000 in social funds. 


WASHINGTON (A P) - Pres­ 
ident Carter’s plan to overhaul 
the nation's welfare system 
would put at least a few dollars 
into the pockets of more than 
half of America’s taxpayers, 
administration officials say. 
A provision that Carter said 
would go largely to “ hard- 
pressed workers with modest 
incomes struggling successfully 
to avoid welfare” also would 
benefit families whose annual 
earnings are as high as $15,600 
for a family of four. 
One official, who took part in 
the plan’s preparation, said it 
"would constitute substantial 
tax relief for millions to Ameri­ 
cans, and well over half of 
American taxpayers will re­ 
ceive at least some benefit.” 


The gains for the middle 
class as well as the poor would 
come from an expansion of the 
earned income tax credit, a 
$3.3 billion addition to the Pres­ 
ident’s $30.7 biplion plan to pro­ 
vide cash for those who can’t 
or aren’t expected to work 
along with jobs for those the 
government says are employ­ 
able. 
Another administration offi­ 
cial, Health, Education and 
Welfare Secretary Joseph A. 
Califano Jr., was asked Sunday 
why billions of dollars in tax 
relief for the middle class was 
included in the package. 
“ It has always been part of 
President Carter’s tax reform 
objective to provide some relief 
for the middle class Americans 


in this country,” Califano said. 
“ It becomes an integral part 


of the welfare-jobs program of 
the President because it’s im­ 
portant to have a mechanism to 
make it always more valuable 
for an individual to work in the 
private sector than in public 
service jobs, and the earned in­ 
come tax credit does that,” he 
added. 


The refundable tax credit is 


now worth up to $400 a year to 
families to the working poor 
who pay little or no federal in­ 
come tax. 


The credit pays a 10 per cent 


rebate on all earnings up to $4,- 
000, so a family with that in­ 
come gets an annual cash re­ 
bate of $400.
